Alleged Gardner Had 
That Sum to Beat 
Anti-Racing Bill. 


New York, February 20.—A former 


friend of former State Senator Gard- 
ner, who is on trial for an alleged at- 
tempt to bribe Congressman Otto G. 
Foelker, formerly a state senator, in 
the interests of the race track inter- 
ests, today corroborated the story 
against Gardner as told by Robert H. 
Elder, assistant district attorney of 
Brooklyn, a previous witness. This 
was the first corroboration of Mr. El- 
der’s description of an alleged “con- 
fession’’ by Gardner, and was given by 
George W. Hall, of Wilkesbarre, Pa., 
formerly a sales agent for a develop- 
ment company in which Gardner was 
interested. Hall repeated an alleged 
conversation with Gardner in which he 
quoted the ex-senator as saying that 
he took $200,000 te Albany, and that 
.Foelker was to receive $10,000 to vote 
against the bill. 

An important feature o¢ today’s ses- 
sion Was a request made by the district 
attorney that Charles H. Hyde, city 
chamberlain, and others named in El- 
der’s story of a $500,000 “boodle fund,” 
be subpoenaed. Justice Seabury ruled, 
however, that Mr. Hyde’s testimony 
could not be allowed on the ground 
that it would only touch on collateral 
issues not directly connected with the 
charge against the defendant. The 
ruling, enforced throughout the trial, 
is regarded as excluding the testimony 
of the other prominent men named in 
Elder's story. |

PREDICTS HOBSON 


And the United States Is 
Not Ready. 


Alabama Man Turns “eR al. 


War Scare in the Debate on 
the Naval Bill---He Urges the 
United States to Get Ready 
in Time. 


Washington, February 20—Represen- 
tative Hobson, of Alabama, inferential- 
ly referring to Japan, declared in the 
house today that the United States 
might be involved in war within ten 
months. 

Mr. Hobson declared: 

“You can count on the fingers of your 
two hands the number of months be- 
fore the United States would have a 
war on its hands. This nation is not 
going to prepare, and the day is com- 
ing when it will be struck by a nation 
that is prepared.” 

“War is a visible certainty?’ asked 
Mr. Driscoll, of New York. 

“Yes, and not very far off.” 

As to Intervention. 

“In event of war between Russia and 
China would not Japan be forced to 
intervene, and would not the interests

‘of the United States compel our inter- 


vention by arms or otherwise?’ queried 
Mr. Hinshaw. 

Mr. Hobson replied that when Russia 
invaded Manchuria and occupied Port 
Arthur, America protested and called 
on Russia to evacuate, and sent Ameri- 
can consuls, “but we did not have any 
fleet In the Pacific ocean and Russia 
laughed in our face, and we had to stop 
our consuls in Japan before they got 
to Dalny and Mukden. 

“Whether we are struck from the 
side of the Atlantic ocean or the Pa- 
cific,” Mr. Hobson said, “we are going 
to find ourselves at a remarkably early 
stage of the war absolutely helpless.” 

The house had under consideration 
the naval appropriation bill, and Mr. 
Hobson was speaking of the necessity 
of the United States adopting a definite 
military policy. 

A Gloomy View. 

Representative Hobson, discussing 
the national war policy, said he had 
become satisfied that this nation would 
not undertake a policy of avoiding 
war. 

Declaring that Japan is now “hard 
up” because that government already 
has financed her next war, Representa- 
tive Hobson drew a gloomy view of 
the unpreparedness of the United 
States for war. He said the United 
States government was in such a state 
of unreadiness that it would have to 
fight the equivalent of three wars be- 
fore really beginning war on a pre- 
pared basis. 

Mr. Hobson predicted that the Pan- 
ama canal would never be used by this 
government in war time, because it 
would either not be completed or ade- 
quate means would be found to prevent 
its use instantly upon a declaration of 
war. He pictured Japanese occupancy. 
of the Philippines, Hawaii, Guam, 
Samoa, Aleutian Islands, Alaska, Puget 
Sound and other parts of the United 
States and its possessions. ' 

The naval appropriation bill was 
considered at great lengthin the house 
during an afternoon and night ses- 
sion today, and practically all of the 
provisions of the measure were agreed 
to with the exception of the new build- 
ing program, which will come up to- 
morrow, and which is expected to pre- 
cipitate a lively fight. 

What Bill Provides. 

The bill provides for two battle- 
ships of the super-Dreadnaught type, 
carrying twelve 14-inch guns; two fleet 
colliers; eight torpedo boat destroyers 
and four submarines. An attempt will 
be made both to decrease and increase 
this program, but the committee be- 
lieves it has enough votes to carry 
it through. A proposed repeal of the 
clause in last year’s bill that all ships 
let out by contract should be under 
the eight-hour labor law will be fought 
from both sides the chamber. 

There will also be a fight to have 
one of the new ships constructed at a 
government navy yard. Chairman 
Foss, of the naval committee, stated 
today that of two sister ships now 
under construction, the one at the New 
York navy yard is costing $6,400,000 
and the one by private contract $3,900,- 
000. Representative Fitzgerald, of 
New York, asserted that this was due 
largely to the practice of changing 
“overhead” costs at navy yards to the 
ship under construction, and he suc-

Montgomery, Ala, February 20.—If 
nothing else is accomplished by the 
legislature of Alabama this week other 
than final action on the remaining 
parts of last Friday’s calendar in 
both houses, w:ich have as yet been 
untouched, the solons will have ac- 
complished a good week’s work. In 
both of the branches of the legisla- 
ture. the calendar is brimful of inter- 
est, though present indications are 
that the senators will have the most 
work to do. 

Owing to slow progress of the local 
Option bill which has just been de- 
cided, both houses are crowded with 
hard work, necessitating four days of 
constant attention to the calendar. 
Beginning on Tuesday, the first of 
the regulation bills for the sale of 
whisky will be introduced, though ac- 
tion cannot be taken wr these in 
either of the houses until next week. 

Regarding the regulation bills, a big 
effort is being made to have the pro- 
hibitionists of the two houses cease 
their bitter opposition in order that the 
measures might be pushed through as 
rapidly as possible. It is taken that 
a vote on the Parks bill tn both of 
the houses has shown conclusively that 
local option must be had, and it is the 
same time thought that the prohibi- 
tilonists could tetter help thelr cause 
by joining forces with local optionists 
with the end in view ‘of passing such 
regulations as will satisfy every sec- 
tion. 


Senate Calendar. 

Outside of the regulation measu'es, 
however, a number of matters of vital 
interest will this week come up for 
consideration. Chief of these will be 
a@ report on the joint comm*bttees of 
the two houses which were appointed 
several days ago to draft an appellate 
court bill. Imperativeness of such an 
inferior superior court js recognized 
by both of the houses, hence it was 
thought that a joint committee from 
the two houses could report such a ge- 
lief measure as would bring about the 
least opposition, when the matter is 
brought up for final treatment.

questions were announced. Perhaps 
the most important of the questions 
of interstate commerce decided was: 

That the passenger has no right to

This decision was an interpretation 
by the court of the Hepburn law of 
1906. The case involved’a large num- 
ber of contracts between the Chicago, 
Indianapolis and Louisville Railway 
Company and various publishers. 

Full Crew Act Upheld. ~* 
In another case the court held that 
a state law regulating the size of 
crews on trains within the state is 
not an obstruction to interstate com- 
merce, but is rather enacted in aid of 
interstate commerce, and may be pass- 


The so-called “full crew act” was 
enacted by the Arkansas legislature 
in 1907, and provides for.an engineer, 
a fireman, a conductor and three brake- 
men On all railroads in the state of 
59 miles in length, on trains of more 
than twenty-five cars. 

The officials of the state brought 
action to recover the penalties pro- 
vided for in the statute. The Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, in answer, attacked the consti- 
tutionality of the act, principally on 
the ground that it was an unlawful 
attempt to regulate interstate com- 
merce. The supreme court of Arkan- 
sas upheid the constitutionality of the 
law. 

Among other questions decided by 
the court were: 

That the supreme court will review 
the validity of an order of the inter- 
state commerce commission, even 
though the two-year limitation on the 
life of the order has expired. 

No Refuge in Holding Company. 

That a railway system may Not es- 
cape regulation as an instrument of 
interstate commerce because one of 
is a wharfage 
company and its dominating power 
Over the wharfage company rests in 
the fact that it is a holding company. 

That the interstate commerce com- 
mission does not possess the power to 
reduce @& rate as “unjust and unrea- 
sonable’ merely because the rate is 
inequitable under some circumstances, 
as in cases where railroads induce 
shippers to enter a field by offering 
rates as low as to be unremunerative 
and later increase the rates. 

The court furthermore decided as. 
constitutional a ‘state statute provid- 
ing that no contract of relief, benefit 
or insurance should be a bar to the 
right of a railroad employee engaged 
in the operation of a railroad to sue 
the employer for damages resulting 
from injuries received in the course 
of his employment. 

The mayor and several councilmen 
of Clay Center, Kan., were held in 
contempt, but excused from punish- 
ment with the payment of costs, be- 
cause they destroyed the subject mat- 
ter of a litigation before thé@ supremei 
court after its decision was announced, 
but before mandate had been issued 
or time given for a motion for rehear- 
ing. 

The famous boycott case brought 
in the local courts by the Bucks Stove 
and “Range Company, of St. Louis, 
against the American Federation of 
Labor was formally dismissed.

After declaring that council mem- 
bers knew little or nothing about par- 
liamentary laws, and didn’t need to 
know much, Alderman Charles H. Kel- 
ley, who, by the way, has become one 
of the livest wires and most useful 
members of council, astounded council 
yesterday afternoon by showing that 
he was an apt and well-posted soholar 
on parliamentary usages. 

When the committee on rules an- 
nounced two weeks ago that it had 
decided to make some changes in its 
laws, and wanted to adopt Mell’s in- 
stead of Cushing’s book, Alderman 
Kelley got busy. He went to a book 
store and bought every book on parlia- 
mentary laws that he could find, and 


spent days and nights in closely study- 
ing them. 

The Constitution stated two weeks 
ago that Alderman Kelley knew noth- 


ing about parliamentary laws, and 
didn’t care to know.

“DYED” FISH IS SOLD 
FOR “SMOKED” FISH 


Dealers in ” Philadel hia Are 
to Be Prosecuted---Dye 
Would Color Wool. 


Philadelphia, February 20.—The 
dairy and food bureau of the state 
agricultural department has discovered 
that a large number of delicatessen 
stores of this oity have been for a 
long time selling ‘‘dyed”’ fish as a sub- 
stitute for smoked fish. When Harry 
P. Cassidy, the agent of the bureau, 
told the retail store proprietors what 
they were doing they were surprised, 
as they had purchased the stuff as gen- 
uine smoked fish. 

Cassidy's attention to the food art!- 
cle was attracted by its rich, red color. 
Purchasing some of the fish, he had it 
examined, and the expert reported that 
he could dye wool with the coloring 
matter extracted from it. In smoking 
fish there ig a loss of 15 pounds to 
every fiundred, it is said, but in dyeing 
the article there is no loss at all. This 
permitted the violators of the law to 
undersel] their competitors in the 
smoked fish industry. The dairy and 
food bureau promiseg prosecutions this 
week against certain wholesale deal- 
ers.

Bonds Will Be Withheld as 
Basis for More National Bank 
Notes--Hoped to Make Issue 
Popular--National Banks Own 
Nearly All Government Bonds 


Washington, February 20.—An issue 
of $30,000,000 to $50,000,000 of 3 per 
cent ‘Panama bonds seems certain to 
be made as soon as congress passes 
the bill authorizing the secretary of 
the treasury to withhold the new se- 
curities from use as a basis for addi- 
tional national bank notes. 

In the event that the present oppo- 
sition to the legislation affecting the 
bonds should prevent its passage, an 
issue of 3 per cent certificates of in- 
debtedness, having one year to run, is 
probable. That is the treasury’s ten- 
tative plan now. 

In view of the sale of about $100,- 
000,000 industrial improvement bonds 
during January and the prediction 
that about $500,000,000 more will find 
their way to market in the next few 
months, treasury officials agree this 
is a propitious time for an issue of 
government securities. 

Banks Own Nearly All National Bonds. 

Secretary MacVeagh wants to make 
the issue a popular one. Recent sta- 
tistics, which were gathered for him 
by Assistant Secretary Andrew, show 
that more than four-fifths of the bonds 
of the United States are owned by the 
banks and that ‘only 20,000 individuals 
of a population of 92,000,000 are reg- 
istered as holders of government ‘se- 
curities, while France, with a popula- 
tion of 40,000,000, has more than 
5,000,000 investors. Treasury officials 
interpret the demand in some parts of 
the country for a system of bank de- 
posit guarantee and the response to 
the establishment of the postal savings 
System as indicating a popular de- 
mand for government-secured means 
of investment such as would be pre- 
sented by bonds available to the pub- 
lic. Secretary MacVeagh believes that 
can be accomplished only by withhold- 
ing from future issues the circulation 
privilege which has tended to keep 
United States bonds in the hands of 
the bankers. 

Bank Notes and High - Prices. 

Secretary MacVeagh is opposed to 
any further increase in national bank 
notes. He and his advisers take the 
position that there is no relation be- 
tween the demand of the country for 
revenue to build the canal and the de- 
mand of the business of the country 
for currency. It is pointed out by 
those who argue thus that the issue 
of national bank notes has increased 
since 1900 from $3300,000,000 to more 
than $700,000,000. Treasury officials 
hold that that, coupled with the great 
increase in the gold stock from $600.,- 
000.000 in 1896 to $1,600,000,000 in 
1910 has been one of the factors in the 
Seneral rise in prces. The per capita 
weaith of the nation increasing 65 per 
eent in the last fifteen years is regard- 
ed as indicating a plethora of currency. 

To issue more bonds on the old basis. 
Secretary MacVeagh feels, would be to 
add artificially to the supply of cur- 
rency and augment the general rise in 
prices. 

Taking these things into account. 
treasury officials are inclined, if the 
legislation in congress fails. to borrow 
on short term notes.

Jaily the Torch Is Applied to 

Piles of Corpses ---- Masked 
Men Go About With Sleds 
and Pick Up Bodies in the 
Streets. 


Peking, February 20.—There is a no- 
<ceable activity on the part of the 
chinese government to stay the spread 
of the plague. and sanitary measures 
are being strictly enforced in all the 
towns where a few weeks ago the dis- 
ease was allowed full sway unham- 
pered, 

Instructiong have been issued that 
| every village burn its dead. The panic 
and fear of the plague have overrid- 
den the Chinese superstition against 
cremation of the bodies of the victims, 
and now almost daily the torch is ap- 
plied to piles of hastily constructed 
coffins, among which are often seen 
bodies wrapped only in shrouds. 

In the town of Kwang-Chang-Tse, 
|near the Manchurian railway, where 


:the daily death list hag numbered a 


| hundred or more, masked men go about 
with sleds and pick up the bodies lying 
in the streets, where they have been 
placed by relatives. The sleds trans- 
port them to the west gate, and from 
there they are removed in carts to 
the cremation grountts.

He has 
now been suddenly roused into activity, 
and clad in mask and bandages, per- 
sonally superintends the cremation of 
the accumulated bodies. In one villwge 
nearby, where formerly seventy people 


lived, there are now thirty-four, the 
other thirty-six having died from the 
plague and been cremated.

Washington, Wehrwies 20.—The pen- 
sion appropriaticn bill was reported to 
the senate today carrying $156,688,000. 
This is $752,000 in excess of the 
amount of the bill as’ it passed the 
house, the difference being represent- 
ef by salaries and expenses of the 
eighteen pension agencies throughout 
the country which the house proposed 
to abolish. . 

There have been contests between 
the senate and house over the pen- 
sion agencies for the last seven or 
eight years. It is understood now 
that this fight will be settled by 
President Taft, who proposes to abol- 
ish all but about six of the agencies, 
and consolidate the work in larger dis- 
tricts than now exist. Under this un- 
derstanding ths senate 
probably will be allowed to remain in 
the bill.

Senator Clark today was dubious 
about the immediate outlook for the 
bill when asked his opinion today. 

The men who are fighting the anti- 
cotton gambling bill secured the best 
legal talent they could employ to ap- 
pear before the senate committee, in 
the person of Judge Edgar H. Farrar, 
president of the American Bar Associa- 
tion. His argument turned Senator 
Foster, of Louisiana, from support of 
the bill, and caused Senator Newlands, 
of Nevada, to express a doubt as to 
the wisdom of the legislation, though 
he voted to report the measure with- 
out a recommendation.

SERVICE 1S BEING AUK 
BY A LOT OF INSPECTORS 


Postmasters Are Reduced to 
Figure Heads--Railway Mail 
Clerks Are Worked to Death 
and Threaten to Strike --- La 
Follette, Bristow and Others 

_to Expose Conditions -- The 
Constitution’s Editorial At- 
‘tracts Attention.

Washington, February 20.—(Special.) 
When the postoffice appropriation bill 
is taken up in the senate some hot shot 
is to be poured tnto the postoffice de- 
partment by a number of indignant 
senators who chafge the present ad- 
ministration of the office with ineffi- 
clency, Violation of the wishes of con- 
gress expressed in appropriation bills, 
and with crippling the postal service 
in the interest of a false and valueless 
economy. According to information re- 
ceived here the railway mail service 
throughout the country is utterly de- 
moralized through the changes inau- 
gurated under the Hitchcock regime. 

Inspectors Run Atlanta Office. 

It is known here that Postmaster 
McKee, of Atlanta, is practically a 
figurehead, and the office has been run 
by postal inspectors for a year, or from 
a time former Postmaster 
Blodgett went out. In the northwest- 
ern states the situation is particularly 
bad and a strike of thirty-eight men on 
one line In South Dekota is reported. 
In Minnesota, Nebraska and Iowa the 
Situation is described as anything but 
satisfactory. 

The Constitution of Sunday contain- 
ing an editorial denunciation of the 
postal service attracted much atten- 
tion among southern miembers of con- 
gress today, and is sure to figure in the 
senate debate on the postal appropria- 
tion bill. Representatives Adamson and 
Bell, of Georgia, strongly indorse the 
position taken. 

First Gun in Fight. 

The first gun in the senate fight 
which will engage Senators La Follette, 
Bristow, Gore and others was fired by 
Senator La Follette in a resolution 
adopted a few days ago, asking for cer- 
tain specific information from the pos- 
tal authorities. In the original resolu- 
tion Mr. La Follette asked for data as 
to the number of mail pouches handled 
on the Washington-Atlanta branch of 
the Southern railroad and on two other 
railway mail routes, desiring to know 
how many pouches were carried by 
their proper destination because of the 
overworked condition ~of mail clerkg. 
Finally he deoided to omit this inter- 
rogatory for the present as he desired 
all the data possible for use in the dis- 
cussion of the postal appropriation bill 
and feared the delay might be inciden- 
tal te the gathering of the other infor- 
mation. 

Mail Clerks Have Friends. 

The reply to his resolution was sub- 
mitted to the senate late this afternoon 
and promptly forwarded to the govern- 
ment printing office to be published as 
a senate document. ; 

The railway mail elerks have not 
lacked for friends in congress, who 
have exerted themselves to have the 
“economy” program modified. Senator 
Crawford. of South Dakota, has suc- 
ceeded in averting a strike of the pos- 
tal employees in that state pending a 
hearing of their grievances before the 
department. Representative Martin, of 
South Dakota, in speaking of the strike 
on a railway mail route in his state, 
said it was brought about because “the 
men, for weeks in a service that had 
already grown beyond the possibility 
of the present force to handle, have 
been compelled to do the work of the 
sick and the disabled; in other words, 
doubling up their own work when they 
were absolutely unable, and have been 
for weeks and months, to handle the 
mail without sending it back and forth 
to be worked out on other runs, and 
they did this work without extra com- 
pensation.” 

Conditions ienhiasid 

On the Chicago and Northwestern 
railroad, in South Dakota and ‘Ne- 
braska, conditions have become so des- 
perate that local postmasters wrote to 
Joseph 5S. Stewart, second assistant 
postmaster general, urging some meas- 
ures of relief. Sixty mail clerks of 
Dubuque, Iowa, have also petitioned 
for relief. The mail clerks are prohib- 
ited by the regulations from making 
open complaint, but delays in che mails 
have brovgeht emphatic protests from 
patrons of local postoffices.

ON LOCKER CLUBS 


UUUNCIL DIVIDED 


No Definite Policy De- 
cided Upon. - 


While Applications of Two 
Clubs Are Turned Do 
Body Refuses to Go on Cc. 
ord as Opposed to Granting 
Any More Licenses. 


The general oouncil refused yester- 
day afternoon to go on record as 
against any more locker clubs in the 
city, but adopted the report of the po- 
lice committee, turning down the ap- 
plications for permits for the Georgia 
and the People’s Club. The applica- 
tion from the Canadian Club was 
withdrawn. 

When the report of the police com- 
mittee, which was adverse to the 
granting of permits for the Georgia 
and People’s clubs, was taken up, Al- 
derman Warren said: 

Wanted Council on Record. 

“I wish the council to go on record 
about locker clubs. If we are to adopt 
& policy to shut out any more suck 
clubs I want the police committee to 
be backed up by the whole oouncil. 
So far as the two clubs under consid- 
eration are concerned I see no reason 
for turning them down except that the 
city has enough such clubs. I am 
against more clubs, but I believe the 
council should declare fits policy on 
the matter.’’ 

Alderman Johnson said the police 
committee should be left free to use 
its Own discretion and should not be 
bound by any policy of council. 

Councilman Stoy believed all clubs 
Should be given permits if they were 
bona fide and lived up to the letter of 
the law. 

Alderman Kelley said the police com- 
mittee should not be required to give 
reasons why they turned down cer- 
tain applications, and council ought to 
adopt reports as made. 

“Worse Than Barrooms.” 

Alderman Ragsdale said Atlanta had 
enough locker clubs, and !{f any more 
permits were granted counci] might 
as well declare Atlanta an open town. 
He said that some of the clubs were 
worse than open barrooms. 

Councilman Harrison gave it as hia 
opinion that there should be no un- 
just discrimination and no application 
for a permit refused merely on the 
ground that there were enough clubs 
in the city. 

“Why stop at sweet sixteen” he said 
“when No. 17 might come in hereafter 
and receive a permit.” 

H@& was in favor of council making 
it a fixed policy to grant no more 
permits or else grant all permits on 
their merits. 


Councilman Vaughan called upon the , 
merce.

state what a locker club was. 

Councilman Humphrey, chairman of 
the police committee, stated that a 
locker club was one that had lockers 
as prescribed by law and which let 
members have liquor from bona fide 
lockers.

Alderman VanDyke sald the police 
committee had other reasons for turn- 
ing down the two applications besides 
that of there being too many social 
loeker clubs in the city. 

Councilman Greer wanted equal

Councilman Chambers believed that 
social clubs should first organize, and 
after showing their good faith make 
applications for permits as locker 
clubs. 

The upshot was that council adopt- 
ed the reports of the committee, turn- 
ing down the applications for permits 
without any reservations or fixed pol- 
icy.

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POPULAR ELECTIONS, DESPITE THE SENATE. 


The present congress will not submit to the people a constitu- 
tional amendment providing for popular election of United States 
senators, if prevailing indications materialize. 

While it is to be regretted that a reform nationally demanded is 
not to be written into the country’s organic law, there’is no reason 
for the true friend of direct senatorial elections, anywhere, to give 
cver the principle therein involved as impossible of accomplishment. 

Any American state that genuinely desires to replace the jack- 
pot legislative system with the popular electoral method may do so 
without fear of that federal control that is alleged to be figuring 
in the present attitude of the senate. 

The Georgia senatorial primary system, the fight for the estab- 
lishment of which was years ago led by The Constitution, placed 
this state among the pioneers in discarding elections by legislative 
juggle. Since its adoption and successful operation in Georgia, 
numerous other American states have followed the trail that Georgia 
blazed. 

There is no reason why the commonwealths now in revolt 
against the plan of choosing senators by the politicians instead of 
the people, should not put into effect the Georgia plan. 

The official Georgia democracy, as at present constituted, may 
also be helpful to other striving states as indicating a quagmire to 
avoid. 

For instance, while the Georgia democracy, by priority, tradition 
and practice is irrevocably committed to the principle of senatorial 
primaries, the present state executive committee bids fair to ignore 
the principle and deny to the people the right to vote for a United 
States senator for a four-year term to succeed the late Senator Clay.

Editor Constitution: Your editorial 
in Sunday’s paper as to the Spy system 
maintained by the federal government 
in its various departments is most 
timely, amd you deserve the thanks of 
the public for calling attention to this 
growing evil. 

Few people realize the extent to 
which the spy system is maintained by 
the United States government in prac- 
tically all of its departments. The gov- 
ernment, as administered, seems to be in 
a state of hostility toward its em- 
ployees, as well as toward that part 
of the public with which it deals. 


as a hostile camp, which requires not 
only constant surveillance, but the aid 
of an elaborate spy system as well. 

It has come to the point where an 
honest man, be he employed or a mem- 
Ber of the public, can hardly afford to 
have any dealings with the federal 
government or any department of it. 
The laws of conspiracy are so broad 
that any little error of statement, or 
any mistake In figures in any transac- 
tion whatever, is liable to land a per- 
fectly honest man in the penitentiary. 

It seems that ever since the first 
Roosevelt administration the govern- 
ment has gone wild over the subject 
of prosecutions and espionage. The 
presumption seems to be that every- 
body who comes in contact with the 
government is trying to swindle it out 
of something. Many good men have 
dealings with the government both as 
Jemployees and as members of the pub- 
lic, and yet they are so intimidated 
and are so suspected that they can 
hardly maintain their self-respect. 

The penal laws of the government 
are so broad that they give too much 
latitude for this kind of espionage and 
prosecution. Such laws as the statute 
against. conspiracy and the statutes 
about peonage and the like can turn

‘'rageous pension appropriation which 
does no good to anybody except the 
few immediate recipients thereof, and 
in which the public-at-large has no in- 
terest except to pay the bills. 

One reason why I have doubted the 
wisdom of extending the government’s 
power to the levying of an income tax 
is that it would turn loose a horde of 
spies and informers upon our people, 
prying into their business and domes- 
tic affairs and fllling the dockets of 
the federal courts with prosecutions. 
And the trouble with the practical ad- 
ministration of our government is that 
it does not give to the officers in 
charge of these prosecutions any dis- 
cretion to distinguish between real 
crime and a mere technical and inno- 
cent invasion of the law which should 
not be prosecuted. All, alike, are bit- 
terly and relentlessly prosecuted.

Paris, February 20.—The Panama 
canal was the subject of a lecture to- 
night by M. de Rousiers, professor of 
political economy, before the Franco- 
American committee, presided over by 
Admiral Fournier, After reviewing the 
history of the canal, Professor de 
Rousiers said that the United States 
would be the complete master of the 
situation. He pointed out that although 
the treaties guarantee cqual treatment 
to all nations the United States could 
discriminate in favor of American ships 
without violating the treaties, by ex- 
empting from dues all American ships 
trading between two American points. 
It was imposstble to determine tho ef- 
fect of the competition on the Suez 
canal, as rates have not been definitely 
fixed. He considered the Panama canal 
would for the most part. merely aug- 
ment trade between the western states 
and Brazil and Argentina. 

Admiral Fournier said, in his opin- 
ion, the principal effect of the Panama 
canal on Far Eastern affairs would be 
the great impetus given to American 
spirit of imperialism, but the United 
States faced a powerful rival in Japan. 
He expressed the hope that the prob- 
lems could be solved peacefully.
